M.  Gerou,  a  Parisian  grocer,  captuiMd 
a  burglar  who  hud  euiered  bis  houae. 
Tbe  mau  confessed  that  he  was  a  wait¬ 
er  in  a  cafe.  M.  (Ktou  was  a  frequent¬ 
er  of  cafes  and  had  often  pondered  flu 
the  mysterit-H  of  restaumut  cookegy. 
Thu  opportunity  was  now  offered  to 
sutisfy  his  cariosity.  He  made  a  com¬ 
pact  with  the  waiter  that  if  the  latter 
would  truthfnlly  reveal  the  composition 
if  certain  dishes  he  would  relaksa^^M> 
lu  reply  to  the  question  us  to  the  ingre¬ 
dients  of  chioken  croquettes,  the  man 
mentioned  every  aliment  except  fowl, 
which  was  never  employed.  As  regards 
a  zsmhayou  the  revelations  were  of 
soch  a  character  that  M.  Geron  “ftir 
the  honor  of  France"  *  declined  to  dis 
close  them  to  the  reixater.  The  waiter 
was  Instigated  by  the  same  patriotic 
Heutiuient  when  he  was  requested  to 
give  the  formula  for  a  goulaofac. 
This  he  positively  declined  to  do,  even 
to  secure  his  liberty.  M.  Gerou  consid¬ 
ered  the  refusal  us  a  breach  of  the  cotn 
pact,  whereupon  he  summoned  the  po¬ 
lice.

Stove*  and  Range*  I'sed  at  Sea. 

Stove#  ADd  ranges  used  at  sea  have 
two  peculiarities.  One  is  that  the  dour# 
are  made  to  turn  down  and  not  to  swing 
and  have  fastenings  to  hold  then  se¬ 
curely  when  they  are  shut,  so  thst  they 
can  t  possibly  fly  open.  The  other  pe¬ 
culiarity  is  in  the  rack  ou  top.  It  ifl  ele¬ 
vated  four  or  five  inches  and  runs  around 
tbe  edge  of  tbe  stove  to  keep  the  pots 
and  kettles  from  sliding  off. 

Some  stoves  and  ranges  used  afloat 
are  also  provided  with  crossrods  which 
run  from  the  fixed  rod  at  the  back  of 
the  stove  to  the  rod  in  front  marom  the 
top  ot  tbe  pots  and  kettles  and  paid 
them  down  and  keep  them  from  gift¬ 
ing.  They  are  used  in  very  hflavy 
weather  or  when  the  ship  is  roiling. 
For  some  reason  these  crossroda  are 
more  used  ou  British  than  they  ave  on 
American  ships. 

When  a  vessel  is  in  port  the  front  rail 
of  the  rack  is  usually  taken  out)  and 
then  the  cook  has  an  easy  access  to  the 
top  of  the  stove  as  he  would  have  with 
a  stove  ashore. — New  York  Sun.

Blue  grapes  are  feeding  and  blood  puri¬ 
fying,  too  rich  for  those  wbo  suffer 
from  the  liver;  tomatoes,  higher  nerve 
or  brain  food  and  waste ;  no  beat  They 
are  (binning  and  stimulating.  Juicy 
fruits  give  more  or  less  the  higher  nerve 
hr  brain,  and  some  taw,  muscle  food 
and  waste;  no  heat.
